Illinois mining district are indefensible 
only adds to the confusion, since he is 
much the largest operator in the state. 
So also does the attitude of C. M. Moder- 
well, representing Illinois on the

A few months ago it was reported that 
Mr. Moderwell had sold out all his coal 


interests and would be free to devote his 


time to the service of the public. Now 
he again has become interested in the 


industry on a larger scale than before, 
and the company with which he is con- 


nected is said to have taken a leading 
part in blocking negotiations with the 
Illinois state council of defense. 


The food bill, scheduled to pass con- 
gress this week, gives the president 


power to fix coal prices, to control the 
whole industry, even to taking posses- 
sion of the mines, threugh the federal 
trade commission or other agency. 


New Coal Board Likely. 

But it now is reported that President 
Wilson is seriously considering the ap- 
pointment of a new and separate com- 
mission on coal production, distribution, 
and prices, on which will be representa- 
tives of both coal mine operators and 
miners, neither of which has membership 
on the trade commission. 

It is pointed out that to do the work of 
directing coal production and supervision 
and fixing prices requires special and 
technical knowledge. If it should be 
attempted by a commission without spe- 
cial qualifications the fear is that great
